COST TO FEED RATS 


Experts Figure $100,000,000 A» Lost 


to Farmers. 


Washington, May 31,—It costs tho 
American farmers probably $100,000,- 
000 a year to feed rats. Agricultural 
department experts compute that the 
average cost <%p feeding a rat on grain 
is abou^ r : 
^ ts a year. If for each 
cow, horse, sheep and hog on the 
farms of the United States the farmer 
supports one rat on grain the cost 
would reach the enormous total of 
$100,000,000 a year. Even If half their 
food is waste material the tax of feed­ 
ing rats is still an enormous drain. 


The 
agricultural department will 
soon issue a comprehensive publica­ 
tion on “Methods of Destroying Rats.” 
This will show that the brown rat is 
the worst mammalian pest in exist­ 
ence, and in the United States de­ 
stroys more property than all other 
noxious animals combined.

T n E DOG OF THE NORTH. 


First the Companion of Men Then the 
Assistant in Hunting. 


The do^ was the first animal do­ 
mesticated by man. Originally niere* 
ly a companion and later a hunting 
assistant he came at last to be also 
a beast of burden, and such he was 
over a great part of northern Amer­ 
ica at the time when the v/hite faces 
of Spaniard and Englishman were 
first seen on these shores. 


Even after he had become a beast 
of burden, the dog’s function as a 
hunting helper did not cease. Even to­ 
day the wild Eskimo and hardly less 
wild Dog Ribs of the Arctic regions 
turn loose their dogs when a bear ot 
a herd of musk ox is seen, and man 
and his four-footed companion com­ 
pete in a wild race toward the game,- 
the man depending on the dogs to 
hold the quarry until he shall come 
near enough to kill it. 
In the same 
way in ancient days when the dogi 
carried burdens and hauled loads foi 
the Indians of the plains, the a n i­ 
mals were often freed from their 
loads if game was suddenly sighted; 
and when, as 'sometimes happened 
in those days of wild animal abund* 
ance, buffalo or deer or rabbits ran 
through the column of the marching 
camp, the patient dogs, which had 
been wearily tugging under the packs, 
forgot their fatigue and started in 
pursuit of the game, scattering their 
loads far and wide over the prairie. 


In temperate zones-—as has been 
intimated— the dog hauled the trav- 
ois and carried the pack. 
These 
dogs were not like those that we see 
to-day in Indian camps, but were big 
and strong and able to carry a good 
load. 
The most ancient men, whose 
memories go back to the early part 
of the last century, describe these 
animals as being as large as wolves, 
long cast, of many colors, white, 
black, yellow or spotted, and as often 
having crooked legs and turned out 
feet, something like those of the 
dascliund or the bench-legged beagle 
of to-day, 


With the passing out of existence 
of America’s primitive people, the use 
of dogs as burden bearers has almost 
ceased. 
Over a vast range of this 
continent the horse has taken his 
place, and the old breeds that so well 
performed the labor of transporta­ 
tion have become extinct. 
Only in 
the farthest North the 
huskie re­ 
mains, used by the Eskimo, by the 
Alaska miner in winter, and by the 
Indians 011 the border of the barren 
ground. 
Even these are growing 
scarcer, though in the Eskimo camps 
of the Far North one may still see 
splendid specimens of the sturdy 
breed, and as he walks through the 
camp will often be in danger of 
stumbling over a brace of tiny pups 
already being trained t<? the harness, 
and fastened to some stake driven 
into the frozen ground. 


It is but a few years since Major 
H. M. Robinson, whose familiarity 
with the great lone land of the Far 
North is so well known, told in For­ 
est and Stream the story of the pass­ 
ing of the sledge dog. 
He gave an 
interesting picture of the sledge dog 
and the sledge travel, and one who 
reads the old books of Arctic explora­ 
tion and of Arctic life will find this 
story often retold. 
It is the old tale 
of the change from primitive meth­ 
ods of life to those which are more 
complex, and such changes never fail 
to possess an interest.— Forest and 
Stream.

Briefly, the method of consrruction

Harry L. Paddock, consul at Amoy, 


transmits the foilov-'ing 
report 
on 


farmers and scale cf vrages paid 
in 


China. The farmer is up before day- 
break end at work in his sterile fields 
—fields whose productivity has been 
exhausted except under high fertiliza- 
tion—and he returns to his 
shanty- 


after nightfall. To the view of the 
foreigner, he never rests, and for this 
never-ending labor he raises a crop of 
rice or corn that does not support his 
family for the year. His clothing con- 
sists of a loin cloth in summer and a 
coarse cotton suit in the winter. He 
is simply an example of ail the lab- 
orers and artisans in 
China.

work hard to live, and all receive a 
compensation 
commensurate 
with 


that of the farmer. The 
following 


scale of wages will give some idea or" 
the daily returns received for labor 
done (in United States gold'i: labor- 
er, 10 cents; mason, 15 cents; artisan, 
10 to 20 cents, and clerks, 4G to 50 
cents.

At Times the Dlcease, as the Doctor« 


Call it, Is More Virulent Than at 
Other Periods—Sad Cases of Chil- 
dren Who Kill Themselves. 
Criminologists 
Ions 
lif^vc studied 
the so-called waves of crime, which 
tak^ on various colors, so'to say, and 
which have to run their course much 
as do the disease peculiar to juven- 
iles. 
When scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
measles and whooping cough get a 
iootbold In a family there Is nothing 
to be done beyond isolating the little 
victim. If that is possible, and tak- 
ing chances with the other children; 
of course, in these days of '*enlight- 
enment.'* calling in the physician as 
soon as the symptoms bocomo alarm- 
ing. 
Every mother does 
the 
same 
In the way of precaution—generally 
when it is too late. 


One of the rather frequent waves 
of crime well defined in the records 
of the police department is that of 
suicide. At times the disease—suicide 
has been called a disease—is more 
virulent than at other periods, but 
there seems to be no doubt that it 
hari a beginning, a middle ani 
an 
end, just as according to Bosweirs 
ttiero, every good piece of 
literary 


•\vork has them. 


Whether the mortuary tables of t.ie 
health derartment of this city would 
dlsdc.se an extraordinary increase In 
ratio of suicides to population In the 
last few 'weeks Is In the nature of an 
'academic question. Certain it is that 
In the dally returns to the police de- 
partment for this time the number ot 
men and women who. for some rea- 
son or other, found life unendurable 
has been noticeably large. 
An inter- 
esting phase of the phenomenon Is 
the apparent lack oC reasons for Che 
commission of the crimes, which so 
far as outward signs indicate, are not 
infrequently the result of transitory 
troubles and not of conditions against 
•which hope would appear to be fa- 
tile. 


While the police are not callcd upon 
to find a cause every time a man or 
a woman makes an end of his or her 
lifo, the department, in the ordinary 
course of its procedure, does, and not 
rarelv. discovpv 
rncentive. Where 
the suicide Is a woman It would seem 
that the primal causes of self-destruc. 
tlon are unrequited love and phypical 
Idiosyncracy. Perhaps not one woman 
suicide in fifty was married a n i liv- 
ing with her husband at 'the time 
she committed 
the :jffence ngainst 
the law. 
Per coarr i, it io saifl that 
the peixientage is much lower in re- 
spect of men committing the offence 
oftener than those who are married. 


A -short while ago the police were 
called in to investigate what at first 
•wai Relieved by the people :n the 
ihouse to have been a murder, but 
which was clearly proved a case of 
suicide. 
So far as the acquaintances 
of the person knew th.'iro was not a 
the ghost Of a reason for the act. but 
presently the 
cause which induced 
despondency, and finally an end to 
life, was found to be a very 
real 
one; such a one as could not have 
been overcome or concealed 
many 
more hours. 
On the day that 
this 
rather peculiar case was reported to 
headquarters, in Mulberry street, an- 
other and on the face of It one of 
the every-day sort was reported in 
the room in -the -building 'wherein 
such matters engage the attention of 
a number of bright members of the 
force. Here was a young woman who 
had given no indication of mental 
weakness and upon whom the hard 
hand of povertiv had never 
rested. 
'*What was the motive?" her friends 
asked themselves. 
"She had ample 
means, fairly good health, was not 
in love. 
Why should she -wish to 
leave the world?" 
And those ques- 
tions are unanswered—probably never 
will be answered authoritatively- The 
woman was of a secretive disposi- 
tion and never had had a confidante. 
What her trouble was, -whether real 
or imaginary, only she and her Maker 
knew. 


Some little time back a young girl, 
scarce more than a child, was found 
dead In her room. 
Upon her breast 
she had pinned a brief note in which 
she told of her 
troubles—troubles 
which a more confiding lass would 
have told to her mother or 
sister 
or girl chum, when all -would have 
been well. 
But here, too, was the 
secretive Instinct which sometimes is 
called pride and sometimes stolidity. 
Only (this girl was not stolid, for 
she had all the vivacity and sprightli- 
ness of her years and 
her 
Latin 
blood. Yet she had found life a "dis- 
appointment," poor soul, and went to 
her death with such coolness that 
she had not forgotten to wind a lit- 
tle alarm clock which many a time 
had aroused her for the day's work. 


The means which v^'omen employ 
to-kill themselves are few, a rubber 
tube from tho gas jet and jumping 
into 
rivers 
being 
their 
"favorite" 
methods. 
Sometimes, however, they 
resort to poison, and when they do 
so carbolic acid Is the chosen one, 
dreadful as it is in its effects upon 
the lips and hands. 
It ma^y almost 
be said that a woman never shoots 
herself. 
They do so, to be sure, but 
never send the bullet into the head, 
as men so often do. 
When a woman 
employs a pistol she directs the wea- 
pon against her heart, so that there 
may be no disfigurement of the face. 
It is said by those who ought to 
know that no woman who thought 
herself a beauty ever was found dead 
by her own hand with a bullet wound 
In the forehead, and very few in- 
stances are recordet^ in which a mis- 
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silc .of death was sent into tho tem- 
ple. 
Neither do •women 
cut 
thplr 
throats, as«mbii'v especially thoso oi 
the Gormaiiu'iif^ci.' fretiucntly; do whoa 
ben^-'upou^ ¿olf-^ostnictlon. 
Ncgroei 
who are not of ^a despondent dispo- 
sition, uso tho razor not only upon 
their chemlcs but against themselves 
as well 'When tired of living. 
It Is 
generally 'believed that a Negro will 
neither take poison nor 'uso a lire- 
arm for sclf-dcstruction, but that Is 
not 
true, 
there 
being 
several 
in- 
stances on record of Negroes com- 
mitting suicide by these mediums. 


When tv bov of 15 or thereabouts 
kills himself it is taken for granted 
he was mentally unbalanced. 
In the 
opposite sex there is not such easy 
acquiescence and the authorities try 
to discover another reason, and. bo 
It said, often 
with 
succcss. 
Girls 
"fall in Jove'* earlier than do boys, 
and many a miss of the bread-and-but- 
ter stage has mado away with her- 
self for no better reason than be- 
cause of jealously. 
There have been 
instances when "love** on the part 
of mere boys led to suicide, but they 
are rare indeed.—New York Even- 
ing Sun. 


RACING SHELLS, 


How 
They 
Arc 
Built Acroco 
tho 
Water in England. 


The builders of first" class racing 
craft in this country are 
compara- 
tively 'few, and so keen is t^^ com- 
petition among them that, as a rule, 
they are somewhat averse to speak- 
ing about their methods oC working. 
As a matter of fact there are certain 
secrets of successful boat 
building 
which are never revealed, being sim- 
ply handed down from father to son. 
'thus maintaining tho prestige of the 
firm. 


Mr. George Sims of Messrs, Sims 
& Sons, and Mr. J. H. Casper, both 
of 
Putney, 
who 
have 
constructed 
many boats for both Oxford and Cam- 
bridge, aro probably 
the two best 
known builders of racing craft in Eng- 
land. 
While chatting a short time 
ago with Mr. Sims, who has built 
the boats for both varsities again this 
year the Avriter was informed that 
no nivHchines whatever arc used in t'Ko 
construction of tho craft. 


Everything is done by hand, tho 
work occupying about throe weeksj, 
although it might be mentioned that 
the boat in which Cambridge boat 
Harvard last year was built in five 
days. 
Lightness and of course sta- 
bility are the tM'o chief points which 
have to be borne in mind in tho build- 
ing of an Oxford or Cambridge boat. 
The usual weight is about 240 pounds, 
and the cost between $250 and $.'500 


Briefly, the method of construction 
is as follows: The side lines are first 
placed parallel on the bench. 
These 
are narrow strips of pine, and they 
may be feaid to form one-half of tho 
basis of the framework, the keel line, 
or, as It Is sometimes called, thd 
backbone—a similar 
long 
piece oi 
pine—being the other half. 
The ribs, 
of 
sycamore, are 
cut out of 
"the 
solid." and two of them placed end 
to end to form 
a 
semi-circle—tho 
shape of the boat. 


One end of each rib is fastened to 
the side line and the other to the 
backbone and after several pairs havo 
been fixed in various parts, so as to 
keep the framework in position, the 
workmen, of whom there are gener- 
ally four, .proceed to fill in the re 
malning ribs. 
These are 
arranged 
about a foot apart, the total numbei 
used being 112—5G on each sido. Thlr? 
is one of the most important opera 
tions in connection with the work o( 
construction, for great care has to hn 
taken to keep the keel line perfcctl> • 
straight, as the slightest 
deviation 
would tend to lessen the sped. 


After the founddtion on which thf 
seats rest has been fixed the skin o 
the boat Is put on. 
This is composed 
of cedar about three-sixteenths of an 
Inch in thickness, which has previous- 
ly been planeij. 


In order to bend the "skin" to take 
the form of the curved ribs, hot water 
Is used. 
The boat is carefully scrap, 
ed and made smooth, and then turned 
over on Its keel so that it may bo 
covered fore and aft with 
canvas, 
which Is afterward ^'arnlshed to re- 
sist the water. 


Then the sliding seats are carefully 
adjusted and fixed, and the riggerfe 
placed in position; 
and when such 
things as the stretchers and straps 
for tlie feet have been fastened, the 
boat varnished, and the rudder at- 
tached, the craft Is ready for the 
race. 


The oars, by the way, are often 
made by a different firm to that which 
makes the boats. 
Messrs. Ayiing and 
Sons of Putney are often asked to 
supply the varsities with oars, which 
are usually 12 feet 4 inches over all. 
with a 5 34 inch blade. 
The oars 
used in the race aro selected from 
about 2,000, which are got out during 
the previous autumn and winter, Tho 
wood is allowed to season for three 
years before being used.—Tit-Bits.

Pauper Wages In China, 
Harry L. Paddock, consul at Amoy. 
transmits the following 
report 
on 
farmers and scale of wagi»s paid 
in 
China. 
The farmer Is up before day- 
break and at work in his sterile llelds 
—fields whose productivity has been 
exhausted except under high fertilijia- 
tion—and he returns to his 
shanty 
after nightfall. 
To the view of the 
foreigner, he never rests, and for this 
never-onding labor he raises a crop of 
rice or corn that does not support his 
family for the year. His clothing con- 
sists of a loin cloth in summer and a 
coarse cotton suit in the winter. 
He 
is simply an example of all tho lab- 
orers and artisans 
in 
China. 
All 
work hard to live, and all recolve a 
compenfjation 
commensurate 
with 
that of tho farmer. 
The 
following 
scale of wages will give some idea of 
the daily returns received for labor 
done (in United States gold): T-rfibor- 
er, 10 cents; mason, 15 cents; artisan, 
10 to 20 cents, and clerks, 40 to 50 
cents.

gigantic 50-ton hammer of shipbuild­ 
ing establishments, some of which 
have a falling force of from 00 to 
100 tons.

At Times the Dicease, as the Ooctors 


Call it, Is More Virulent Than at 
Other Periods—Sad Cases of Chil­ 
dren Who Kill Themselves. 
Criminologists long have studied 
the so-called waves of crime, which 
take on various colors, so Ho say, and 
which have to run their course much 
as do the disease peculiar to juven­ 
iles. 
When scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
measles and whooping cough get a 
foothold in a family there is nothing 
to be done beyond isolating the little 
victim, if that is possible, and tak­ 
ing chances with tho other children; 
of course, in these days of “enlight­ 
enment,” calling in the physician as 
soon as the symptoms become alarm­ 
ing. 
Every mother does 
the samo 
in the way of precaution—generally 
when it is too late. 


One of the rather frequent waves 
of crime well defined in the records 
of the police department is that of 
suicide. At times the disease suicide 
has been called a disease—is more 
virulent than at other periods, but 
there seems to be no doubt that it 
has a beginning, a middle and an 
end, just as according to Boswell's 
[hero, every good piece of literary 
•work lias them. 


Whether the mortuary tables of the 
health department of this city would 
disc4c.se an extraordinary increase in 
ratio of suicides to population in the 
last few 'weeks is in tlie nature of an 
‘academic question. Certain it is that 
in the daily returns to the police de­ 
partment for this time tlie number of 
men and women who, for some rea­ 
son or other, found life unendurable 
has been noticeably large. 
An inter­ 
esting phase of the phenomenon is 
the apparent lack of reasons for Che 
commission of the crimes, which so 
far as outward signs indicate, are not 
infrequently the result of transitory 
troubles and not of conditions against 
•which hope would appear to be fu- 


silc ,of death was sent into tho tem­ 
ple.

the GormaiHvaee.Vfretiuentl^ do when 
bent-*upon* ¿elf-Aestructlon.

It is 
generally ‘believed that a Negro will 
neither take poison nor uso a lire,

stances on record of Negroes com­ 
mitting suicide by these mediums. 


When h boy of 15 or thereabouts 
kills himself it is taken for granted 
lie was mentally unbalanced. 
In the 
opposite sex there is not such easy 
acquiescence and the authorities try 
to discover another reason, and, bo 
it said, often with succoss. 
Girls 
“fall in Jove” earlier than do boys, 
and many a miss of the bread-and-but­ 
ter stago has mado away with her­ 
self for no better reason than be* 
cause of jealously. 
There have been 
instances when “love” on the part 
of mere boys led to suicide, but they 
are rare indeed.—New York Even­ 
ing Sun.

While the police are not called upon 
•to find a cause every time a man or 
a woman makes an end of his or her 
life, the department, in the ordinary 
course of its procedure, does, and not 
rarelv .. disco v**v 
incentive. Where 
the suicide is a woman it would seem 
•that the primal causes of self-destruc­ 
tion are unrequited love and physical 
idiosyncracy. Perhaps not one woman 
suicide in fifty was married a n i liv­ 
ing* with her husband at the time 
she committed the offence ngainst 
the law. 
Per coirrt, it i^ said that 
the percentage is much lower in re­ 
spect of men committing the offence 
oftener than those who are married. 


A -short while ago the police were 
called in to investigate what at first 
was Relieved by the people m the 
house to have been a murder, but 
which was clearly proved a case of 
suicide. 
So far as the acquaintances 
of the person knew thsro was not a 
the ghost of a reason for the act, but 
presently the 
cause which induced 
despondency, and finally an end to 
life, was found to be a very real 
one; such a one as could not have 
been overcome or concealed 
many 
more hours. 
On the day that this 
rather peculiar case was reported to 
headquarters, in Mulberry street, an­ 
other and on the face of it one of 
the every-day sort was reported in 
the room in the building wherein 
such matters engage the attention of 
a number of bright members of the 
force. Here was a young woman who 
had given no indication of mental 
weakness and upon whom the hard 
hand of poverty had never rested. 
"W hat was the motive?" her friends 
asked themselves. 
“She had ample 
means, fairly good health, was not 
in love. 
Why should she wish to 
leave the world?" 
And those ques­ 
tions are unanswered—probably never 
will be answered authoritatively- The 
woman was of a secretive disposi­ 
tion and never had had a confidante. 
What her trouble was, »whether real 
or imaginary, only she and her Maker 
knew. 


Some little time back a young girl, 
scarce more than a child, was found 
dead in her room. 
Upon her breast 
she had pinned a brief note in which 
she told of her 
troubles—troubles 
which a more confiding lass would 
have told to her mother or sister 
or girl chum, when all would have 
been well. 
But here, too, was the 
secretive instipct which sometimes is 
called pride and sometimes stolidity. 
Only this girl was not stolid, for 
she had all the vivacity and sprightli­ 
ness of her years and 
her 
Latin 
blood. Yet she had found life a “dis­ 
appointment," poor soul, and went to 
her death with such coolness that 
she had not forgotten to wind a lit­ 
tle alarm clock which many a time 
had aroused her for the day's work. 


Tho means which women enlploy 
to'kill themselves are few, a rubber 
tube from the gas jet and jumping 
into 
rivers 
being 
their 
"favorite" 
methods. 
Sometimes, however, they 
resort to poison, and when they do 
so carbolic acid is the chosen one, 
dreadful as it is in its effects upon 
the lips and hands. 
It may almost 
be said that a woman never shoots 
herself. 
They do so, to be sure, but 
never send the bullet into the head, 
as men so often do. 
When a woman 
employs a pistol she directs the wea-( 
pon against her heart, so that there 
may be no disfigurement of the face. 
It is said by those who ought to 
know that no woman who thought 
herself a beauty ever was found dead 
by her own hand with a bullet wound 
in the forehead, and very few in­ 
stances are recorded in which a mis- 


The builders of first class racing 
craft in this country are compara­ 
tively few, and so keen is tfc* com­ 
petition among them that, as a rule, 
they are somewhat averse to speak­ 
ing about their methods of working.

Everything is done by hand, tho 
work occupying about throe week», 
although it might be mentioned that 
the boat in which Cambridge beat 
Harvard last year was built in five 
days. 
Lightness and of course sta­ 
bility are the two chief points which 
have to be borne in mind in tho build* 
ing of an Oxford or Cambridge boat. 
The usual weight is about 240 pounds, 
and the cost between $250 and $300 


Briefly, the method of construction 
is as follows; The side lines are first 
placed parallel on the bench. 
These 
are narrow strips of pine, and they 
may be feaid to form one-half of the 
basis of the framework, the keel line, 
or, as it is sometimes called, th<? 
backbone—a similar 
long 
piece oi 
pine—being the other half. 
The ribs, 
of sycamore, are cut out of "the 
solid," and two of them placed end 
to end to form 
a 
semi-circle—tho 
shape of the boat. 


One end of each rib is fastened to 
the side line and the other to the 
backbone and after several pairs liavo 
been fixed in various parts, so as to 
keep the framework in position, the 
workmen, of whom there are gener* 
ally four, .proceed to fill in the re 
maining ribs. 
These are arranged 
about a foot apart, the total numbei 
used being 112—$G on each sido. This 
is one of the most important opera 
tions in connection with the work o| 
construction, for great care lias to b^ 
taken to keep the keel line perfectl> • 
straight, a.s the slightest deviation 
would tend to lessen the sped, 


After the foundation on which tha 
seats rest has been fixed the skin oj 
the boat is put on. 
This is composed 
of cedar about three-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness, which has previous* 
ly been plane<J. 


In order to bend the "skin" to take 
the form of the curved ribs, hot water 
is used. 
The boat is carefully scrap* 
ed and made smooth, and then turned 
over on its keel so that it may bo 
covered fore and aft with canvas, 
which is afterward varnished to re­ 
sist the water. 


Then the sliding seats are carefully 
adjusted and fixed, and the riggerfc 
placed in position; and when such 
things as the stretchers and straps 
for the feet have been fastened, the 
boat varnished, and the rudder at* 
tached, the craft is ready for the 
race. 


The oars, by the way, are often 
made by a different firm to that which 
makes the boats. Messrs. Ayling and 
Sons of Putney are often asked to 
supply the varsities with oars, which 
are usually 12 feet 4 inches oyer all, 
with a 5 3-4 inch blade. 
The oars 
used in the race are selected from 
about 2,000, which are got out during 
the previous autumn and winter. Tho 
wood is allowed to season for three 
years before being used.—Tit-Bits,

Pauper Wages in China. 


Harry L. Paddock, consul at Amoy, 
transmits the following 
report 
on 
farmers and scale of wages paid 
in 
China. 
The farmer Is up before day­ 
break and at work in his sterile fields 
—fields whose productivity has been 
exhausted except under high fertiliza­ 
tion—and he returns to his 
shanty 
after nightfall. 
To the view of the 
foreigner, he never rests, and for this 
never-ending labor he raises a crop of 
rice or corn that does not support his 
family for the year. His clothing con­ 
sists of a loin cloth In summer and a 
coarse cotton suit in the winter. He 
is simply an example of all tho lab­ 
orers and artisans 
in 
China. 
All 
work hard to live, and all receive a 
compensation 
commensurate 
with 
that of the farmer. 
The 
following 
scale of wages will give some idea of 
the daily returns received for labor 
done (in United States gold): Labor­ 
er, 10 cents; mason, 15 cents; artisan, 
10 to 20 cents, and clerks, 40 to 50 
cents.

While Mrs. Brodbeck wa© 
approaching her home at 9:45, Miller sent 
a charge ot shot into her body at cloee 
range. The woman fled and sought shel­ 
ter in a stable nearby. Her assailant pur­ 
sued, however, and emptied two more 
charges into tho helpless woman. Will* 
iam Lehr, who was in tho stable at the 
time, pleaded with Miller not to shoot. 
He replied, “Get out of my way, d—n 
you or I will kill you.” 


Believing that he had killed Mrs. Brod­ 
beck, Miller started for his home for tho 
purpose, it is thought, oi murdering hie 
wife, 
Airs. Miller and her four children, 
who were sleeping, had been awakened 
when they heard the shots fired in the 
stable, Mrs. Miller listened and when 
sho heard her husband enter the home, 
hastened with her children to the balco­ 
ny, all attired in their night clothe«. 
From hero they climbed to the ground be­ 
low and ran to the house of a neighbor. 
Miller, when he saw" that his wife had e^ 
caped, placed the muzzle of the gun to hib 
mouth and pulled the trigger. Tho shot 
tore away a portion of his chin and in­ 
flicted other injurie« to the head, which 
will likely prove fatal. 


Airs. Brodbeck, by this time, was car­ 
ried from the stable to her home and l 
physician summoned. It was discovered 
that her body was riddled with shot. 
Finally Constables Fry and RaBh arrived 
and they entered the house. Groping 
their way up*the stairs they arrived at the 
sleeping appartment, lately occupied by 
Mrs. Miller and children.

covered Miller lying across tho bed in a 
pool of blood.

Prof. Hopkins of Yale Gives Hfstcry 


of the 
Habit from Old 
Times. 


That kissing had Its origin In smell- 
ing was the assertion of Professor 
Hopkins of Yale before the American 
Oriental Society, in annual session at 
Philadelphia. The Professor took tho 
platform as one of America's foremost 
experts on the kiss, and the range of 
his osculatory knowledge may be gath- 
ered from the title of his paper, which 
•v/as '*The Sniff kiss" it may be ex- 
plained, is a kiss that is a smell, and 
not a smack. 


The evolution of the kiss was trac- 
ed in eloquent language by Professor 
Hopkins, and a largo audience favored 
the speaker with frequent and enthusi- 
asltc applause. 
But it was observed 
that the applause was rather lame 
while the professor dwelt on "nasal 
kissing" and that it grew steadily In 
volume the more the lecturer dwelt 
on kissing witli the lips, as it Is prac- 
ticed by the moderns. 


The ancients knew IItitle about the 
Joys of kissing, said" the professor, be- 
cause the kiss to them meant only 
an examination of the head—particu- 
larly the heads of babies—by the deli- 
cate sense of smell. 
In the lecturer, 
the smellers got to rubbing their noses 
against the heads, and eventually some 
woman aocldently kissed a man, found 
the experiment so good that she did 
it again, and there and then started 
tho kiss c-n its resounding mission 
down the ages. 


The "sniff kiss" was not exactly a 
kiss to commend to polite society in 
these days, said Prof. Hopkins but be- 
cause of its being the daddy of all kiss, 
es In a 
closing outburst 
he 
said 
"Blessed be the sniff kiss."" The sentl- 
ment almost roused the audience to 
cheers. 


"The early peoples," declared Pro- 
fessor Hopkins, "knew nothing of the 
kiss In any form. Had they known of 
It, they «would have told something 
of It in the mass of records that has 
come down to us, for surely an act 
which conveys such pleasure could not 
have been forgotten. 


"Gradually, with the sniff kiss there 
came also a caress, a touching usually 
of the head. Gradually, also, the en- 
dearment came to be applied to oth- 
ers than cliildren. 
The rubbing of 
noses, which was persisted In by some 
tribes, was probably an intermediate 
process in the evolution. 


"With the development of the genu- 
ine kiss, tlie sniff kiss disappeared, 
never to reappear. It had served its 
purpose and soon was forgotten. 


"Thus the* sniff kiBS -proves the 
mother and father of all kisses. Bless- 
ed be the sniff kiss." 


Professor Hopkins based his argu- 
ment thait the genuine kiss was dis- 
covered by a woman in an epic of an- 
cient India. This epic treats of love, 
and In It It is written: 
Sho laid her mouth to my mouth, 
And made a noise which gave me 
pleasure. 


Additions to the epic In later years, 
It was said, described variations in 
the natural kiss, but ilmi all these 
separate descriptions made pointed 
reference to the "nolse-wjiich-gave-me 
pleasure" kiss. 
Finally the lecturer 
declared that in ancient India tho 
for of entirety was not "kiss me/' 
but "gmell me." 


In the lively discussion that grew 
out of Professor Hopkins's paper the 
Rev. Mr. Chandler, of Madura, India, 
and Professor Haupt, of Johns Hop- 
kins University, laid emphasis on tho 
fact that the root of the Hindoo word 
for kiss is the same as tliat for the 
word smell.

The 
ink with "Which it was printed con- 
tained a small percentage of phos- 
phorus, so th«t the letters were visi- 
ble and the paper could be read In the 
dark. 
Next after this he finds re- 
markable the case of

Regal, 
printed with an ink guaranteed non- 
poisonous on thin sheets of dough. 
After absoblng all the Information 
the sheet contained, one could eat It, 
thus deriving from it nourishment 
for mind and body. 


The publisher of a new Parisian 
Journal, Le Bien Etre, promised to 
all subscribers for forty consecutive 
years a pension and free burial. 
In 
spite of tho inducement, subscribers 
were so few that the paper died in a 
month. It was followed shortly after 
by a paper called Le Monchoir, the 
handkerchief. 
It was printed on pa- 
per such as the so-called Japanese 
napkins are made of, and might be 
i^sed In case the reader forgot or lost 
his handkerchief. 
It did not last 
long. 


At tv/o different French seaside re- 
sorts newspapers called the Courier 
des Balgneure ("Bathers' Courier"), 
and La Naiade, which doesn't need 
translation, were printed on water- 
proof paper. 
Tho inducement was 
that the bather could take his paper 
into the sea with him and read it 
while he enjoyed his bath.

Prof. Hopkins of Yale Gives HFstory 
of the 
Habit from Old Times. 


That kissing had Its origin in smell­ 
ing was the assertion of Professor 
Hopkins of Yale before the American 
Oriental Society, in annual session at 
Philadelphia. The Professor took tho 
platform as one of America’s foremost 
experts on the kiss, and the range of 
his osculatory knowledge may be gath­ 
ered from -tho title of his paper, which 
was “The Sniff kiss’* it may be ex­ 
plained, is a kiss that is a smell, and 
not a smack. 


The evolution of the kiss was trac­ 
ed in eloquent language by Professor 
Hopkins, and a largo atidience favored 
the speaker with frequent and enthusi­ 
astic applause. 
But it was observed 
that the applause was rather lame 
while the professor dwelt on “nasal 
kissing” and that it grew steadily In 
volume the more the lecturer dwelt 
on kissing with the lips, as it is prac­ 
ticed by the moderns. 


The ancients knew little about the 
joys of kissing, said the professor, be­ 
cause the kiss to them meant only 
an examination of the head—particu­ 
larly the heads of babies—by the deli­ 
cate sense of smell. 
In the lecturer, 
the smellers got to rubbing their noses 
against the heads, and eventually some 
woman accidently kissed a man, found 
the experiment so good that she did 
it again, and there and then started 
the kiss cm its resounding mission 
down tho ages. 


The “sniff kiss’' was not exactly a 
kiss to commend to polite society in 
these days, said Prof. Hopkins but be­ 
cause of its being the daddy of all kiss, 
es in a 
closing outburst 
he 
said 
“Blessed be the sniff kiss.1'' The senti­ 
ment almost roused the audience to 
cheers. 


“The early peoples," declared Pro­ 
fessor Hopkins, “knew nothing of the 
kiss In any form. Had they known of 
it, they «would have told something 
of it in the mass of records that has 
come down to us, for surely an act 
which conveys such pleasure could not 
have been forgotten. 


“Gradually, with the sniff kiss there 
came also a caress, a touching usually 
of «the head. Gradually, also, the en­ 
dearment came to be applied to oth 
ers than children. 
The rubbing of 
noses, which was persisted in by some 
tribes, was probably an intermediate 
process in the evolution. 


“With the development of the genu- 
Ine kiss, the sniff kiss disappeared, 
never to reappear. It had served its 
purpose and sooa was forgotten. 


“Thus the' sniff kiss «proves the 
mother and father of all kisses. Bless­ 
ed be the sniff kiss." 


Professor Hopkins based his argu­ 
ment thait the genuine kiss was dis 
' covered by a woman in an epic of an 
cient India. This epic treats of loye, 
and in it it is written: 
Sho laid her mouth to my mouth, 
And made a noise which gave me 
pleasure. 


Additions to the epic in later years, 
it was said, described variations in 
the natural kiss, but that all these 
separate descriptions made pointed 
reference to the “noise-wjiich-gave-me 
pleasure” kiss. 
Finally the lecturer 
declared that in ancient India the 
for of entirety was not “kiss mo,” 
but “smell me." 


In the lively discussion that grew 
out of Professor Hopkins’s paper the 
Rev, Mr. Chandler, of Madura, India, 
and Professor Haupt, of Johns Hop­ 
kins University, laid emphasis on the 
fact that the root of the Hindoo word 
for kiss is the same as that for the 
word smell.

T has been said that to find a city family of three generations is 
a rarity and that when you do And such a group it is apt to be 
sterile and anaemic. 
The city has its advantages for the un­ 
married and the married who are childless, and neither of these 
classes is normal. 
Parents who voluntarily condemn their off­ 
spring to a city childhood are Inflicting on them tho worst injury 
which they can endure and one which Is irremediable. 


The true” policy would urge a combination of city and country life, and for 
this purpose the small farm is the best unit. With modern methods of trans­ 
porting people, goods, power and information there is no reason why the popu­ 
lation of our great cities should not be spread over large areas, nor why there 
should not be that diversification of employment, agricultural or mechanical, 
which makes possible the realization for every one of the best in life. 


The city as it now exists is the cancer of our civilization, and the tendency 
to congestion grows daily greater. 
It may seem inevitable, but sooner or 
later the tide must run the other way. 
I have no eulogies to waste upon 
rural virtues. 
Their praises have been sung by people who were often mak­ 
ing believe. 
Bu{ it is equally true that few become keenly alive to the pleas­ 
ures of health but those who have lost it. Is it, therefore, to be urged that 
we become invalids? 


The city people whom you champion, as soon as their means allow it, 
make for the country to rear their families and spend their declining years 
under conditions more favorable than the city can offer. 
Your able rustic 
makes for the city, but that, judging by your own dictum, is only an evidence 
of his undeveloped taste. 
Brought down to an analogy, it Is much like dis­ 
puting the relative value of the taste for champagne and for spring water. 
One may be sorry for the man who has not had a chance to sample both, but 
one must be sorry for the man who dees not recognize that the latter is tb« 
finer of the two.

« THE ABSINTHE FIEMD. 


VfHAT HE IS AND W H A T 
FRANCE 
13 DOINQ'FOR 
HIM. ' 


RMult of the Wave ' of/''urltanlim 
j /That 
Has Touched thè 
'-^'e of 
I ,CivlJl2ation—National 
i-'^Upon 
Whieh War Is About to Be Declared. 
•persistent rumor crédits the Freucli 
government with an Intention to abate 
4;he absinthe evil, and certainly much 
knay 'be expected from an administra- 
tion that has had the 'hardihood" to 
attack the casinos 
and to 
penalize 
gambling, -writes the Paris correspon- 
dent of tliô Sau Francisco. Argonaut, 
•France is participating» in a French 
way» in the wave of Puritanism that 
lias touched the whole of civilisation. 
It is always a delight to her to "regu- 
• Ìari5:e*' something, and when the some- 
p i n g is a domestic evil, then duty 
and inclination go amicably hand iu 
hand. 


So far tho absinthe drinkers îiro 
not seriously perturbed. 
The "green 
, devil" is just as much in evidence 
as over it was, and the cafes are 
i-eaping their usual harvest from its 
devotees. 
The absinth© drinker at- 
tracts moro attention from the fo- 
reigner who ÌQ visiting Paris for the 
first time Uian perhaps any other fea- 
ture cf French life. 
In fine weather 
he found outside the cafe at one of 
the little marble tables upon the side- 
walk, and in -wet or cold weather he 
Is to be found inside tho cafe, but 
nothing keeps him away altogether, 
nor ever will, except destitution or 
death. 
Ho gives his order, -anless he 
Is an habitue at that particular cafe, 
In which case his order is anticipated 
and the waiter brings the tall absinthe 
glass, with its inch or two or nearly 
colorless liquor, the two pieces of 
sugar, the curious perforated absinthe 
spoon, and the bottle of water. 
The 
spoon is placed bridge-like across the 
top of the glass, a piece of sugar is 
placed in its bowl, and the requisite 
<iuantity of water is then poured on 
the sugar so that it may percolate 
through the perforations in the spoon 
and so convey the sv/eetness to the 
aloohol below. 
But the fascinating 
miracle of the proceeding is in the 
shimmering green tint that at once 
results from the mixture of the absin- 
the and'the water, a green that at 
first is exquisitely bright and transpar- 
ent, hut that speedily becomes dull 
and cloudl'V, symbolic, we may be- 
lieve of the drinker. 
Wherever there 
is a cafe in Paris, there the absinthe 
drinker is to be found. He has neither 
times nor seasons. 
He drinks before 
meals as an appetizer, after meals as 
a digestive, and between meals upon 
general principles. 
After a time the 
meals become superfluous, but the ap- 
petizers and the digestives still hold 
the fort. 


But-It must not be supposed that 
the ahsinthe drinker is necessarily the 
absinthe 
fiend. 
Absinthe worship is 
nearly 
universal 
aftiong 
certain 
classes, but complete surrender to its 
seductions is by no means the rule. 
Worthy citizens, peres de famille, and 
honest householders indulge In their 
petits verres, and even 
urge 
them 
upon their seemingly reluctant wo- 
mankind, but habit is shackled by re- 
straint, and it would be a mistake to 
suppose that regular absinthe drink- 
ing is necessarily an olfense either 
against the Individual or against so- 
ciety. 
But the 
army 
of 
absinthe 
flends, of those who have reached the 
stage of utter abandon, is upon the 
increase, and the camp followers upon 
that army are violent crimes, suicides, 
and a moral degradation without its 
parallel, 
it Is this that has been 
recognized by the government as a 
national peril and against which it is 
ahout to declare war. 


It will aot be "temperance legisla- 
tion" of the ordinary and approved 
kind, because absinthe stands alone 
and apart among all other alcoholic 
drinks. 
There is nothing like it upon 
the catalogue for the insidiousness of 
its attack, for the manner of its work- 
ing, or the utter impotence of its vic- 
tim. The whisky drunkard has sinned 
against -tlie light, and warnings have 
attended every step upon the down- 
ward- path. 
The whisky habit must 
ibe acquired against the revolt of na- 


I 
• 
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. temptations., The finished product is 
supposed to contain àbout'oné4;Ìilrd ot 
one per cent, of tho oil of wormwood, 
and it is also far richer in alcohol 
than Is whisky.^ Then there are flavor- 
ing matterà such as ànise, fennel, 
marjoram ahd a host of others, and 
some of these arò highly poisonous. 
In somo instances tho- harmful salts 
of copper are added to Intensify the 
color.

Some well-meaning people have tried 
to show that the alarming prevalence 
6f suicide in-Paris is due to ^ e ' ab- 
sence of religious sentiment, ' The 
scientists of the French government 
think differently. 
Their verdict 
is 
almost unanimous, and absinthe stands 
convicted as directly productive of 
that hopeless despair that culminates 
in the waters of the Seine, and that 
fills the dreary slabs of the morgue 
under the -ancomforting shadow of 
Notre Dame. 


A 
LAND 
OF 
SMOKERS. 


In the Philippines Babies Smoke as 
Well as Their 
Elders. 
Hamilton Wright, in an article writ» 
ten to Farm Journal from Manila, 
says of the great Cagayan 
Valley 
about to be opened up by an American 
railway: 


"Tobacco raising is the chief in- 
dustry and tobacco smoking appar- 
ently the chief amusement of the peo- 
ple. 
Everybody smokes in the Caga- 
yan Valley—men, women and children, 
from two and a half years up to the 
grave. 
The women smoke huge cig- 
ars from thirty inches to three feet 
in length, and as big around as a 
man's «wrist. 
A cigar of this size is 
called 'tobacco grande.' 
Some of tho 
cigars are so huge that they can not 
be conveniently handled, so they are 
' suspended by a string in the middle 
from the ceiling of tlie dwelling room. 
These 
extraordinarily 
large 
cigara 
are called 'tabacos de familias/ 
or 
family cigars, and are puffed by mem, 
hers of the family, mostly the womeu 
and children, at intervals for a cou 
pie of days, until they ai-e all smoked 
up. 
The 'tobacco grande' lasts a ma 
tron of the 'Cagayan Valley from a 
day and a half to two days. 


For a hundred and one years, from 
1781 imtil 1SS2, tobacco raising in 
the islands was a monopoly of tho 
Spanish government. 
It v;as durin/] 
the monopoly that the natives learned 
to smoke from the agents of the gov* 
ernnient. 
These orficials were a baj 
lot, it seems; they oppressed the peo. 
pie terribly. 
Though the Spanish ha(] 
taught the natives to smoke, it cosi 
the native a big fine sometimes to da 
it. 


No other section of the Philippinea 
has such a remarkable record for thg 
diversity and abundance of its pro* 
ducts as the wonderful Cagayan. 
On 
the overflowed lands of the Cagayan 
River they raise one crop of corn and 
one crop of tobacco on the same land 
in one year, and they have been dO' 
ing this for more than 150 years. 
In 
two years they can raise two crops 
of tobacco and three crops of corn. 


They* make staple products of corn 
and cotton, rice and sugar cane. 
The 
sugar cane is of the very finest. They 
raise camotes, Irish potatoes, onions 
and peanuts in enormous quantities, 
and they produce cocoanuts, guava 
and 
copra 
for 
foreign 
shipment. 
Strange to say, they raise oranges in 
this valley and have 
an 
immense 
orange as large as a man's two fists 
together, which, though green when 
fully ripe has a delicious flavor and 
is not acid, as in the case 'with some 
of the Philippine oranges. 
Cotton 
grows wild. 
It is not Indigenous to 
the valley, but took to the soil when 
transplanted, and now people regard 
it almost as a sort of pest that must 
be burned out. 
Almost every strang- 
er who comes up the Cagayan likens 
it to the Mississippi River,

ture, but nature seems to make no 
preliminary revolt against 
absinthe. 
There is usually no 
next morning," 
no enforced and salutary repentance. 
Absinthe 
is 
the 
green 
devil 
that 
drives 
away 
the 
hl^e 
devil, 
that 
leaves the brain in ^, state of de- 
ceptive restfulness and that dissipates 
the clouds as though before a strong 
mental sunrise. 
Absinthe rarely de- 
clares the havoc that it is working 
until it is too late. 
There are no 
warnings, no portents, and it attacks 
the mind and the morals before it 
makes its wound upon the body. 


More -than thirty years 
ago 
the 
French Government tried hard to sup- 
press the sale of absinthe, and 
it 
failed. 
In 1872 it was declared that 
the active Ingredients of the liquor j 
were poisons and must be subject to 
the poisons law and sold only under 
(the usual regulations by registered 
pharmacists. The law, of course, was 
Ineffective, as such lav/s usually are, 
and today it would be no exaggera- 
tion to say that the evils of all other 
alcoholic drinks put together are as 
nothing compared v/ith those of ab- 
sinthe, which now threatens to de- 
stroy botli the national mind and the 
national morals. 
This is hard to be- 
lieve by those who have lived for 
¡months in Paris, and who have never 
fjpon any occasion seen a drunken 
man or woman. 
But it is true. 
Ab- 
sinthe doe;s not work in tho old fam- 
iliar way. 


The essential principle of ahsinthe 
is wormwood, and to this bitter in- 
gredient it owes all oi its infernal

' Firing"ii"locoi«otive ^with''oil is' a 
very different matter Trom firing with 
coal. 
In Texas on Account of 
tho 
low cost of fuel oil 'many lines burn 
it in their engines. . i 


"The oil is,, stored in tanXs in tho 
tender and enters the firebox below 
the door. A small pipe called the ato* 
mizer connects with oil pipe just aà 
il reaches the firebox, which sprays 
the oil evenly 
over tho 
firebox, 
which is lined with fire brick. 


''The 
firemen 
has five valves to 
operate—the oil valve, to regulate the 
supply of oil; the atomizer, to spraji 
it; the heater, which heats the oil iii 
the 
tank; 
the 
superheater, 
which 
heats the pipes conuocting tank with 
firebox-, and the blower, which must 
be working a little when steam is 
shut off to create draught enough to 
keep oil burning. 


"(Firing an oil burner is a very par- 
ticular job. 
The operation of tho oil 
valve and the atomizer must corre- 
spond at all times with the amount of 
work an engine is doing; not enough 
fire starts an engine leaking and too 
much oil makes black smoke, gums 
up the flues and ma«es less steam, ' 


"It is then up to the fireman to get 
down on the deck and fill up a funnel 
with sand to clean the flues. By put- 
ting the end of the funnel into a hole 
in the firebox door the sand is drawn 
through the flues and out the stack. 


"Firemen on helpers and yard en- 
gines prefer coal, as it requires less 
watching, but on a through freight, 
especially on the heavy bills, oil is 
all right. 
The engineer can 
drop 
her down a notch or so, and just as 
quickly can the fireman give her a 
little more oil and the atomizer. 


"The hardest work an 
oil-burner 
fireman 
does is to take water. 
It is 
not a dirty job, either, but I have 
never seen a fireman wearing a white 
collar. 
It is all he can do to keep 
clean overalls. 
The pay was just thG 
same as for the coal burners in that 
locality. 


"In reference to hiring experienced 
firemen, some roads do and some do 
not, but I think they all prefer to make 
their own firemen, as they will stay 
through the slack times when a boom- 
er will not. 


"Just 
ten 
minutes 
before I 
ap- 
proach the master mechanic for a job 
an honest knight of the scoop, wear- 
ing 
the 
regulation 
1000-mile 
shirt, 
round black hat and the badge of 
our noble order-, called upon the same 
gentleman and stated his case, but 
was told that there was nothing do- 
ing. 


"I was wise to the master mechanic 
on that particular railroad, and before 
I asked for work I visited a second 
hind store and fitted myself out with 
long-legged boots, sombrero and a big 
red handkerchief (all I lacked was a 
igun), and then I told the master me- 
chanic my trouble. 


"He asked me if I ever fired an 
engine. 
I replied that^ I had never 
fired one, but that I had seen lots of 
them. He wanted to know what I had 
been worklngi at, and I said that 1 
had just come down from the Pan- 
handle, where 
I had been 
chasing 
longhorns all my life. I got the job."

France is participating, in a French COuvicted as directly productive of 
way, in the wave of Puritanism that 
lias touched the whole of civilisation. 
£t is always a delight to her to "regu- 
• iarize” something, and when the some­ 
thing is a domestic evil, then duty 
and inclination go amicably hand in 
hand. 


So far the absinthe drinkers tiro 
not seriously perturbed. 
The “green 
, devil’1 is just as much in evidence 
as ever it was, and the cafes are 
leaping their usual harvest from its 
devotees. 
The absinthe drinker at­ 
tracts more attention from the fo­ 
reigner who is visiting Paris for the 
first time than perhaps any other fea­ 
ture cf French life. 
In fine weather 
he found outside the cafe at one of 
the little marble tables upon the side­ 
walk, and in »wet or cold weather ho 
is to be found inside tho cafe, but 
nothing keeps him away altogether, 
nor- ever will, except destitution or 
death. 
Ho gives his order, -jnless he 
is an habitue at that particular cafe, 
in which case his order is anticipated 
and the waiter brings the tall absinthe 
glass, with its inch or two or nearly 
colorless liquor, the two pieces of 
sugar, the curious perforated absinthe 
spoon, and ithe bottle of water. 
The 
spoon is placed bridge-like across the 
top of the glass, a piece of sugar is 
placed in its bowl, and the requisite 
quantity of water is then poured on 
the sugar so that it may percolate 
through the perforations in the spoon 
and so convey the sweetness to the 
alcohol below. 
But the fascinating 
miracle of the proceeding is in the 
shimmering green tint that at once 
results from the mixture of the absin­ 
the a n d ‘the water, a green that at 
first is exquisitely bright and transpar­ 
ent, but that speedily becomes dull 
and cloudl*y, symbolic, we may be­ 
lieve of the drinker. Wherever there 
is a cafe in Paris, there the absinthe 
drinker is to he found. He has neither 
times nor seasons. 
He drinks before 
meals as an appetizer, after meals as 
a digestive, and between meals upon 
general principles. 
After a time the 
meals become superfluous, but the ap­ 
petizers and the digestives still hold 
the fort 


But* it must not be supposed that 
the absinthe drinker is necessarily the 
absinthe fiend. 
Absinthe worship is 
nearly 
universal 
aftiong 
certain 
classes, but complete surrender to its 
seductions is by no means the rule. 
Worthy citizens, peres de famille, and 
honest householders indulge in their 
petits verres, and even urge them 
upon their seemingly reluctant wo­ 
mankind, but habit is shackled by re­ 
straint, and it would be a mistake to 
suppose that regular absinthe drink­ 
ing is necessarily an offense either 
against the individual or against so­ 
ciety. 
But the army oi absinthe 
fiends, of those who have Teached the 
stage of utter abandon, is upon tho 
increase, and the camp followers upon 
that army are violent crimes, suicides, 
and a moral degradation without its 
parallel. 
It Is this that has been 
recognized by the government as a 
national peril and against which it is 
a'bout to declare war. 


It will aot be “temperance legisla­ 
tion” of the ordinary and approved 
Idnd, because absinthe stands alone 
and apart among all other alcoholic 
drinks. 
There is nothing like it upon 
the catalogue for the insidiousness of 
its attack, for the manner of its work­ 
ing, or the utter impotence of its vic­ 
tim. The whisky drunkard has sinned 
against the light, and warnings have 
attended every step upon the down­ 
ward- path. 
The whisky habit must 
he acquired against the revolt of na­ 
ture, but nature seems to make no 
preliminary revolt against absinthe. 
There is usually no ** next morning,” 
no enforced and salutary repentance. 
Absinthe is the 
green devil that 
drives away the 
blij.e 
devil, 
that 
leaves the brain in x. state of de­ 
ceptive restfulness and that dissipates 
the clouds as though before a strong 
mental sunrise. 
Absinthe rarely de­ 
clares the havoc that it is working 
until it is too late. 
There are no 
warnings, no portents, and it attacks 
the mind and the morals before it 
makes its wound upon the body. 


More than thirty years 
ago the 
French Government tried hard to sup­ 
press the sale of absinthe, and it 
failed. 
In 1872 it was declared that 
the active ingredients of the liquor, 
were poisons and must be subject to 
the poisons law and sold only under 
the usual regulations by registered 
pharmacists. The law, of course, was 
ineffective, as such lav/s usually are, 
and today it would be no exaggera­ 
tion to say that the evils of all other 
alcoholic drinks put together are as 
nothing compared with those of ab­ 
sinthe, which now threatens to de­ 
stroy both the national mind and the 
national morals. 
This is hard to be­ 
lieve by those who have lived for 
jinonths in Paris, and who have never 
fjpon any occasion seen a drunken 
man or woman. 
But it is true. Ab­ 
sinthe does not work in the old fam­ 
iliar way. 


The essential principle of absinthe 
is wormwood, and to this bitter in­ 
gredient it owes all oi its infernal 


that hopeless despair that culminates 
in the waters of the Seine, and that 
fills the dreary slabs of the morguo 
under the uncomforting shadow of 
Notre Dame. 


A LAND OF SMOKERS. 


In the Philippines Babies Smoke as 
Well as Their Elders. 


Hamilton Wright, in an article writ* 
ten to Farm Journal from Manila, 
says of the great Cagayan Valley 
about to be opened up by an American 
railway: 


“Tobacco raising is the chief in­ 
dustry and tobacco smoking appar­ 
ently the chief amusement of the peo­ 
ple. 
Everybody smokes in the Caga­ 
yan Valley—men, women and children, 
from two and a half years up to the 
grave. 
The women smoke huge cig­ 
ars from thirty inches to three feet 
in length, and as big around as a 
man’s wrist. 
A cigar of this size is 
called 'tobacco grande/ 
Some of tho 
1 cigars are so huge that they can not 
be conveniently handled, so they are 
’ suspended by a string in the middle 
from the ceiling of the dwelling room. 
These 
extraordinarily 
large cigara 
are called ‘tabacos de familias,’ 
oi 
family cigars, and are puffed by mem, 
bers of the family, mostly the womeu 
and children, at intervals for a cou 
pie of days, until they are all smoked 
up. 
The ‘tobacco grande’ lasts a ma 
tron of the ‘Cagayan Valley from a 
day and a half to two days. 


For a hundred and one years, from 
1781 until 1SS2, tobacco raising in 
the islands was a monopoly of tho 
Spanish government. 
It was during 
the monopoly that the natives learned 
to smoke from the agents of the gov* 
eminent. 
These orficials were a baj 
lot, it seems; they oppressed the peo* 
pie terribly. Though the Spanish hac] 
taught the natives to smoke, it cosl 
the native a big fine sometimes to da 
it. 


No other section of the Philippines 
has such a remarkable record for thq 
diversity and abundance of its pro* 
ducts as the wonderful Cagayan. 
On 
the overflowed lands of the Cagayan 
River they raise one crop of corn and 
one crop of tobacco on the same land 
in one year, and they have been do­ 
ing this for more than 150 years. 
In 
two years they can raise two crops 
of tobacco and three crops of corn. 


They* make staple products of corn 
and cotton, rice and sugar cane. The 
sugar cane is of the very finest. They 
raise camotes, Irish potatoes, onions 
and peanuts in enormous quantities, 
and they produce cocoanuts, guava 
and 
copra 
for 
foreign 
shipment. 
Strange to say, they raise oranges in 
this valley and have 
an 
immense 
orange as large as a man's two fists 
together, which, though green w'hen 
fully ripe has a delicious flavor and 
is not acid, as in the case with some 
of the Philippine oranges. 
Cotton 
grows wild. 
It is not indigenous to 
the valley, but took to the soil when 
transplanted, and now people regard 
it almost as a sort of pest that must 
be burned out. 
Almost every strang­ 
er who comes up the Cagayan likens 
it to the Mississippi River. 


FIRING W ltH OIL. 
«' 
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An Entirely Different J6b From Firing 
a Locomotive With Coal. 


Prison Repartee. 


Senator Tillman was discussing a 
recent quarrel among financiers. 


“Those men threw a good deal of 
mud at each other/’ he said, smiling, 
“and most of the mud stuck.

an interesting squabble. 
It reminded 
me of an incident in a Southern jail. 


“There were two prisoners in this 
jail. 
One was in ifor stealing a cow. 
The other was in for stealing a watch. 


“Exercising in the courtyard one 
morning the first prisoner said taunt­ 
ingly to the other: 


“ ‘What time is it?' 
“ ‘Milking time/ was the retort.— 
Washington Star. 


F irin g 'a r*locoltiotive "with'?oil Is a 
very different m atter Trom firing with 
coal. ' In Texas on Account of tho 
low cost of fuel oil many lines burn 
it in their engines. , I 
“The oil is- stored in tanks in tho 
tender and enters the firebox below 
the door. A small pipe called the ato­ 
mizer connects with oil pipe just aa 
it reaches the firebox, which sprays 
the oil evenly all over tho firebox, 
which is lined with fire brick. 


“The firemen has five valves to 
operate—the oil valve, to regulate the 
supply of oil; the atomizer, to spraj 
it; the heater, which heats the oil in 
the tank; 
the 
superheater, 
which 
heats the pipes connecting tank with 
firebox*, and the blower, which must 
be working a little when steam is 
shut off to create draught enough to 
keep oil burning. 


“(Firing an oil burner is a very par. 
ticular job. 
The operation of tho oil 
valve and the atomizer must corre­ 
spond at all times with the amount of 
work an engine is doing; not enough 
fire starts an engine leaking and too 
much oil makes black smoke, gums 
up the flues and ma^es less steam, * 


“It is then up to the fireman to get 
down on the deck and fill up a funnel 
with sand to clean the flues. By put­ 
ting the end of the funnel into a hole 
in the firebox door the sand is drawn 
through the flues and out the stack. 


“Firemen on helpers and yard en­ 
gines prefer coal, as it requires less 
watching, but on a through freight, 
especially on the heavy bills, oil is 
all right. 
The engineer can drop 
her down a notch or so, and just as 
quickly can the fireman give her a 
little more oil and the atomizer. 


“The hardest work an oil-burner 
fireman does is to take water. 
It is 
not a dirty job, either, but I have 
never seen a fireman wearing a white 
collar. 
It is all he can do to keep 
clean overalls. The pay was just the 
same as for the coal burners in that 
locality. 


“In reference to hiring experienced 
firemen, some roads do and some do 
not, but I think they all prefer to make 
their own firemen, as they will stay 
through the slack times when a boom­ 
er will not. 


“Just ten minutes before I ap­ 
proach the master mechanic for a job 
an honest knight of the scoop, wear­ 
ing the regulation 1000-mile shirt, 
round black hat and the badge of 
our noble order-, called upon the same 
gentleman and stated his case, but 
was told that there was nothing do­ 
ing. 


“I was wise to the master mechanic 
on that particular railroad, and before 
I asked for work I visited a second 
lutnd store and fitted myself out with 
long-legged boots, sombrero and a big 
red handkerchief (all I lacked was a 
gun), and then I told the master me­ 
chanic my trouble.
